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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 Claim 1 -1 0 are objected to because of the following informalities: The term 
"characterized in that" should be changed to -comprising- or -wherein-, so as to 
comply with accepted U.S. patent practice. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claims 4-1 0 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claims should refer to other claims in the alternative 
only and cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 

§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-10 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim 
is an omnibus type claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Evans 
(143,443). Evans shows a barbecue apparatus (see at least figs. 1-3) including, among 
other things, a support structure (see at least fig. 1 — broken lines), a fire basket A, and 
an 

optionally removable and adjustable cooking grid operatively positioned above 
the fire basket (not shown yet inherent for use with the holes in the top of the stove), 
wherein the fire basket is in the form of a generally squat, operatively horizontal 
rectangular enclosure with two spaced operatively horizontal mesh panels c' and a side 
panel extending between the edges of the two mesh panels along at least three 
sides thereof (see at least fig. 2), the fire basket being supported in a manner enabling 
it to be inverted during the combustion of solid fuel contained therein about an axis 
that is generally parallel to any open region between the edges of the two mesh 
panels (see at least figs. 1-3), wherein the means for inverting the fire basket are 
pivotal means 6 enabling the basket to be rotated through at least 180 degrees about a 
generally horizontal axis passing approximately through the center of the fire basket, 
and wherein the pivotal means includes an axle extending centrally outwards from the 
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front and rear of the fire basket with at least one operating handle being provided at 
one end of the axle for rotating the fire basket (see at least fig. 1 ).
